The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record fails 
to teach or suggest even minimally improved results in the form of better performance as compared to 
bitumen alone without an high temperature elastic behavior penalty introduced with the use of 
unfunctionaiized silica. There is no apparent chemical reason taught or suggested by the prior art that 
use of a functionalized amorphous silica would operate to preserve elastic behavior of the bitumen. In 
view of the specification and immediately obvious intent thereof the use of the non-standard "silicon" 
nomenclature describing the preferred silane coupling agents is accepted as falling within applicant's 
right to be his own lexicographer. Such coupling agent are recognized in the relevant art as being 
materially different in structure and operation from silicone hydrophobizing agents.
